Expenrive Strikes. 


Now that Hongkong is in the throes 
of a strike that is fast bringing local 
shipping to 6 complete standstill and 
threatene to extend its paralysing grip 
to other bruaches of industry, 
part culars of wuat ia considered the 
mutt expensive strike on record will 
excite melancholy interest here. Their 
demands refuced, the Berlin electricity 
works employees walked out. ‘This 
drastic action plunged the city into 
darkness, brought the trams to o 
atandstill aud closed the theatres. Ten 
hours was enough. The men’s victory 
was complete. This littl p ccadilo 
cost 6,007,000 marks, not less 
(£300,000 at the normal exchange 
irate), The increased wages granted 
added 256,000,000 marks(#12,800,..00) 
tu the taxpayers’ burden, and this 
‘sun was promptly raised by conse- 
quent increases to otier municipal 
workers to 400,000,000 = marks— 
420,000,000! Hongkcng depunds a 
great deal more on its slapping, 
synonymously known aa the Colony's 
“Jiteblood, than Berlin does on its 
electricity works.
